at Niagara Falls, Ont. 


N iagara Falls, Ont., Nor. 5.—After 
striking W illiam Dobbins, the cashier 
in the office of the Canadian express 
company, down with a piece of iron 
pipe, a lone man vaulted th* counter 
and made off with a package contain­ 
ing $14,165 In cash. He had a confed­ 
erate. who stood outside the door, and 
the two disappeared down the street.

Ttie president said: 
"I always hear. because it is pleas 
re t and because the man who says It 
I *-ijeve* It, about the power of the 
, resident of the United States and I 
doubt not that alter I am out of office 
’ shall be able to look back and see 
where I might have done things In 
t* e exercise of power that would have 
?;»ied rn* with a consciousness of it. 
But I am bound to say that under ex 
*tiny circumstances the thing which 
impresses me most is not the power I 
haxe under the constitution, hut the 
limitations and restrictions to which I 
nm subject under that instrument. 
Constitution Makers Wise. 
’ But our forefathers builded well, 
and they knew what th**y were doing; 
and I am not in favor, even if it seems 
to me that a particular provision ough» 
ti* be emitted. 
changing the consti­ 
tution every time you run against the 
sharp ede»* of something that indicates 
that you are only mortal and that the 
forefathers in making the constitution 
d i-trusted your human nature. 
“My friends, that leads me up to 
in* 
little sermon, and that is. the 
v.i«d**m and necessity of following the 
law as it is. I know that sometimes, 
in the zest and enthusiasm of reform. 
there is an impatience with legal limi­ 
tations and statutes that seem to be 
directed against that reform, or to pre- 
vent its immediate accomplishment, 
such as to lead us to disregard it or 
to ignore it. 
“I do not think, and I am sure you 
will agree with me. that that is the 
best way of getting rid of a legal lf mi- 
tm! n that interfere* with progress. 


I I ■ best way is to have the people 
i” lerstand that the limitation ought 
» be romeved. and that the statutes 
f our government ought to conform. 
po far as may he. to our highest Ideal 
and ambitions. 
“ But the first thing that we have to 
do after arousing the people to the 
necessity of change is to change the 
law and not rely upon the executive to 
ignore the statutes on the ground of 
higher 
morality. 
Therefore, let us 
first make the laws-to accord to our 
nerd reg and our ambitions, and then 
follow them ” 


Reforms Up to Congress. 
The president added that he had 
said this because he had noticed a 
disposition on the part of many to 
hold the executive responsible for not 
doing a great many things that It Is 
the business of congress to do. He in­ 
timated plainly that he Intends to fix 
the responsibility firmly on congress 
If there is any failure to fairy out 
the reforms that he recommends Said 
he: 
* The executive, however. Is not re­ 
lived of the responsibility of recom­ 
mending changes in thn law. 
But the 
constitution does prevent 
him from 
going 
ahead 
and 
executing 
those 
changes without the co-ordinate ac­ 
tion of the legislative branch of gov­ 
ernment. and, as I intend to recom­ 
mend many measures at the next ses­ 
sion of congress, I have taken this 
method of Intimating to you where the 
responsibility will be if these meas­ 
ure* do not pass.'*
